T-shirts, complimentary cof¬ 
fee on Wednesday mornings, 
and an annual breakfast and 
awards presentation. 

Wednesday is the day ded¬ 
icated to the mall walkers, 
but they are free to come in 
any day of the week, as early 
as 7 a.m. said Sam DeLel- 
lis, marketing co-ordinator 
at the mall. It's an opportu¬ 
nity for seniors and others to 
walk in a controlled and safe 
environment, year-round, he 
said - with staff on hand, in 
case anything is needed. 

“It makes it easy!” 

It’s also an opportunity 
for club members to get out 
and socialize, and make new 
friends. 

And thanks to new part¬ 
nerships with health serv¬ 


ice providers like CHATS 
(Community & Home Assist¬ 
ance to Seniors) and Retire- 
At-Home, Sole Mates is also 
providing the opportunity 
for walkers to access health 
information, and learn more 
about healthy lifestyles. 

The new partnerships were 
launched at the annual Sole 
Mates breakfast, June 3, with 
a mini Health Fair, organized 
by Harvey Dix of Retire-At- 


Home, and CHATS. 

There was information 
provided by both organiza¬ 
tions, Heart & Stroke Foun¬ 
dation, the cardio program at 
Southlake, and other provid¬ 
ers of health services. Partici¬ 
pants could have their blood 
pressure taken, for free, and 
discuss the results, and pick 
up information on healthy 
lifestyles. 

The goal was to revamp 


and revitalize Sole Mates, 
which has between 300 and 
500 registered members, by 
providing information from 
different community part- 

“Everybody was excited 
about that,” Dix said. “We’re 
all focused on the same thing 
- healthy seniors.” 

“I think it’s fantastic that 
Upper Canada Mall is per¬ 
mitting their space to be used 
for community purposes,” 
said Newmarket Council¬ 
lor Christina Bisanz, CEO of 
CHATS. “Good physical fit¬ 
ness is so important, par¬ 
ticularly for seniors... Even 
walking in the mornings is 
key to physical activity and 
maintaining core fitness" - as 
well as promoting independ¬ 
ent living, and overcoming 
social isolation, all key goals 
of CHATS. 

And for participants like 
Andy Dejong, it was more: it 
was an opportunity to meet 
personal milestones, and 
have fun. 

Dejong walks an estimated 
7 km. per day in winter, 6 km 
in summer - and has covered 
a total of 19,600 km.

Truth and 
reconciliation 


T 

I he Truth and Reconciliation 

-L Commission of Canada has 
released its final report, and the 
testimony of thousands of survivors 
of the infamous Indian Residential 
Schools fills hundreds of pages. 

In 2008, Prime Minister Harper 
apologized to First Nations, calling 
the residential schools a “sad 
chapter" in Canada's history. 

Now we knowtheywere much 
more than that. The residential 
schools were a deliberate attempt 
at cultural genocide, that led to 
extensive and pervasive abuse, 
and ripped apart the fabric of First 
Nations cultures and societies. 

The schools have cast long 
shadows. The victims were 
children - 150,000 children, over 
five generations, taken from their 
homes, barred from speaking their 
native languages, stripped of family 
support. Some were beaten. Some 
were sexually abused. 

Like any survivors of abuse, the 
survivors carry internal scars - scars 
that can have an impact life-long, 
through addiction, isolation, failed 
relationships. Those scars have 
impacted Aboriginal families for 
generations, and have never been 
addressed by a federal government 
that spends one-third less on 


education for First Nations children 
than is spent by other school 
systems, that has not addressed 
issues of clean water or crowded 
and substandard housing on 
reserves in any meaningful way. 

There are two parts to truth 
and reconciliation. The first is to 
hear and recognize the “truth." As 
Justice Murray Sinclair, chair of 
the commission wrote, “The first 
step in any process of national 
reconciliation requires us all to 
attend to these voices, which have 
been silenced for far too long. We 
encourage all Canadians to do so.” 

The next step is reconciliation, 
and that requires action. 

"Now we’re faced with what to do 
about it,” said Chief Phil Fontaine, a 
survivor of residential school. “This 
story is not just about survivors... 

It is time to acknowledge and then 
take appropriate steps to fix what is 
wrong.” 

Because sometimes an apology is 
not enough. 

The story of residential schools 
has impacted all Canadians, 
through the realization that 
"Canada is not the country we 
thought it was,” Fontaine said. But 
there is an opportunity, through 
action and reconciliation, to 
become the country we want to be.

A home for Millie 

We have started a GoFundMe Campaign 
for my daughter Millie, who has Ullrich Mus¬ 
cular Dystrophy, a congenital form of MD 
that affects only one in 1 million. 

We live day to day, not knowing what the 
next day will bring, but for some things we 
need to plan in advance. One of those things 
is a new house that will be fully accessible for 
Millie, as she grows. We know she will be in a 
wheelchair for the rest of her life, and so we 
have bought a new house in Bradford across 
the street from our current home. The new 
build will be ready by June 2016, hopefully. 

We did this so that we could install an ele¬ 
vator, as part of the construction; widen hall¬ 
ways and doorways, and make the bathroom 
fully-accessible. To help cover some of the 
costs, we started a GoFundMe Campaign, 
hoping to raise $50,000 towards the cost of 
creating an accessible home. So far, the cam¬ 
paign has raised nearly $29,000 - incredibly 
overwhelming and amazing! 

Millie is now three years old, and just 
had a second MRI, to determine the cause 
of her seizures, since they are not associ¬ 
ated with her type of Muscular Dystro¬ 
phy.

A fail for provincial liberals 

The provincial Liberals promised to fund 
medically-necessary health care services - 
but they delisted eye exams, chiropractic care 
and some physiotherapy, failed to unclog
